Saturday Night 
On Saturday, March 21, about 10 members of 
the Vice Squad came out to Genesis with appar- 
ently one arrest warrant. One person was busted 
for (previous) alleged sale of dope in the par- 
king lot. Police came to the door and refused to 
read any warrant, They were told not to come in 
unless they read a warrant, but they came in any- 
way. As they entered the dance floor, the lights 


‘were turned off. People began throwing soft drink 


cans and chanting “Revolution, Revolution". The 
poliee decided then that they "would not find any 
suspects suspects” and began to walk out, 
Meanwhile, on the outside of the building, a 
group were standing eround, talking about the po- 
lice and their brothers. They noticed that three 
sops were standing near them. Remarks begen to be 
directed at the police, "You can bust the people 
but you can't bust the revolution”. No one got 
within en arms length of the police or made any 
threatening gestures. However, when the inside 
police began coming out, they busted two people 
for disorderly conduct - one of whom had not even 
used any curse words, As they were taking these 
people to the cars, one girl said not to worry - 
that we would get them out on bail, Then she began 
to walk away and muttered under her breath, “moth- 
erfucking pigs.” The police grabbed her and threw 
her down, dragging her to the car. At this time 
people begen to throw rocks and cans at the cops 
and they got hurriedly into their cars. They left 
in ® barrage of rocks. ‘ 
Lt. Wece Stroud of the Vice Squad was reported to 
have eiid later, "But I didn't know these people 
woud fight back." 
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Sunday afternoon about 100 people marched from 
Queens College to Freedom Park as part of Stop 
the Draft Week, At the park there were a few 
speeches, some draft cards were burned, a dollar 
was burned. A WBT reporter was forced to leave, 
A representative from the American Friends in 
High Point talked about the war and the draft. 
Keep on trucking. 


Freedom?:Park, That's where we were Sundsy 
when the conversation about the injustice 
of the draft turned into a discussion about 
the injustice of the recent arrests of our 
brothers and sisters by the police and the 
bias ‘shown by the Observer and News in 
reporting the arrests. People were partic- 
ularly angry about the use of scare tactics 
such as the statement by Police Chief Goodman 
that suggested some of the recent robberies 
and murders in Charlotte could be blamed on 
our people. 


‘Our discussion in the park resulted in our 


starting a bail fund with what money we had 
and then deciding to go downtown to the jail, 
hopefully to bail out some people and also 
to show out brothers in jail that we were 
still concerned and supported them. 


When we got to the police station we went 
first to the magistrate's office lobby to 
ask about visiting priviledges, but we were 
ordered out of the building by Sheriff Stahl. 
We decided it would be a friendly gesture 

to walk around the jail three times and see 
if the walls would come tombling down as 

we had heard of injustice being defeated in 
the Bible. 


The anger of our many long building gripes 
with Amerika rapidly coalesed as some people 
began throwing mud at the jail, first in 
frustration and humor. Then someone discover- 
ed bricks lying around outside the jail, 

and someone else discovered that those bricks 
when used in a certain manner would break the 
windows in the new jail. Seven windows were 
broken in a couple of minutes. 


Breaking the windows was an outlet for all 
our alienation and frustration, but it was 
also dangerous and we decided to leave the. 
Grea, We crossed fourth street and were 
going back to our cars in the county office 
building parking lot when the police began 
their police riot. i 
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Two cops turned down the street into the 
parking lot. There are two police versions 
of what happened. One is that people threw 
rocks at police cars, That is absolutely 
untrue. No one even had any rocks. Second 
version is that they wanted to arrest people 
who had broken windows; hardly, since the 
cops who started the thing could not possibly 
have seen anyone break windows. 


Wait, there is a third police story: 
they were afraid we were going to sack 
the county office building, destroy 
records, etc, and had to stop us. The 
closer truth is that two cops wanted 
to prove how tough they were. 


Anyway, as one of our brothers passed 
a car, a policeman jumped out, knocked 
him to the ground and started beating 
him with a club and kicking him. As 
they were beating him they yelled, 

"Get him, he's the one who started the 
whole goddamn thing." (All who were 
there know that there were no leaders. ) 


Someone attempted unsuccessfully to 
pull one of the cops away, and then all 
three persons fell. One brother came 
running and jumped on top of the cop 
who was down, The other pulled his 
club chased and hit this person, From 
there on it was a wild free-for-all. 


One girl threw a rock at a cop but 
missed, She was grabbed and pushed 
over to a car, but as they were trying 
to get her in the car, three other 
girls attacked the cop. The girl ran 
and got away. By this time there were 
ten or twelve more police on the seene. 


One girl landed a kick to a cops balls 
which sent him to the hospital. Two 
police held a boy against a car while 
another hit him in the balls with a 
night stick. A girl slammed a police 
car dopr on a cop, allowing someone 
else to get away. 


Two lively chases occurred. A 13 year 
old boy was handcuffed and put in the 
police car. He climbed over the seat 
and went out a door on the other side. 
When caught he was knocked down and 
beaten and suffered a sprained arm. 


Another yippie, on seeing his girl 

friend arrested, yelled "You cocksuckers." 
He was chased over a block by at least 
ten cops (about 40 were on the scene by

The printing is done on borrowed 
mimeograph-type equipment, T-1 continued that a rough 
estimate of the circulation of the "Inquisition" which 
comes out approximatély once each month is about 
1500 copies which are sold at varipus youth hangouts 
at 20 cents per copy.

The March 1, 1969, edition of The Charlotte News, 
a Charlotte, North Carolina, daily newspaper of general 
circulation, in an article entitled “Underground, Five Teenagers 
Edit Way-Out Magazine” defined "Inguisition" as; 


"An underground magazine with psychedelic 
swirls around acid poetry; mystic illusions; 
biting satire; a plea for peace, student power, 
and a hard-rock radio station for Charlotte. 


"Its messages: Boycott grapes, apologize 
to free the Pueblo last fall, end the war in 
Vietnam, It has given a table of drugs, their 
popular names and effects, It's given instructions 
in how to summon Lucifer. 


"Five 17-year-old East Mecklenburg High 
School boys doing their thing, letting the 
immediate world know what's on their mind and _ 
letting that world pay to know. it -- at 25 cents 
per copy of Inquisition, 


"INQUISITION is an underground publication, 
now six editions old, put out by this committee 
of five who romp, argue, curse, campaign, con- 
spire and somehow manage to get out on their own, 
about one edition a month. 


"Lee Douglas, Russell Schwarz, Hanson Dunbar, 
Lynwood Sawyer and Tom Wilkinson are the young

"Sideburns, hair, student power buttons, 
bleached-out and frayed-off jeans.

"INQUISITION grew out of. boredom and dissatis- 
faction with the student elections at East High 
last spring, and it has blossomed into one of 
Charlotte's few -- if not only -- concrete examples 
‘of ‘liberal’ (their own term) high school student's . 
thinking. 


“Each of the five put up about $10 to start 
Inquisition. The magazine's beginning was shaky -- 
artistically and commercially -- but the boys 
managed to get it out and sell all 82 copies, 
despite a warning from the police to stop peddling 
it in Freedom Park...." a 


"There are,' explains Lee, 'no adults 
connected with it. Two adults have. submitted 
articles but they don't give us financial help.' "

"Inquisition staff members were called into 
the school office this morning by East Mecklenburg 
High School Principal. DB, K, Pittman and told that 
anyone selling the magazine on school property 
would be suspended from seksel. 


"Suspension, Pittman told The News, would be 
for elther three days, five days, or ‘indefinitely. '" 


In.a March 19, 1969, edition of The Charlotte News 
Supra, in an article entitled " ‘Inquisition’ Turned Down,” 
it. advised: 


"Youth confronted the School Board today and 
ruffled a few admittedly ‘establishment! feathers. 


"Four boys, students at East Mecklenburg | 
High School who edit their own monthly publication 
called ‘Inquisition’, were turned down by the board 
when they asked to be allowed to sell the magazines 
on school property. 


"BOARD Chairman William E. Poe, who voted 
against sale, told the boys that ‘until you seek 
guidance from a generation capable of guiding, 
you're not going to get my vote of approval.'!" 


",,.The students were roundly complimented 
by board members, including Poe, for their 
‘initiative,’ but only two board members voted 
in favor of allowing its sale. 


" tIt's one of the best journals of this 
type that I've seen, much better than. most 
colleges,’ said Dr. Carlton Watkins, who voted 
in favor of allowing its sale. 


" tAlthough,' Watkins added, 'I'm not sure 
it would help the magazine to be embraced by 
the establishment, and we, after all, are ... 
the establishment, ! 


" tI'm willing to take a chance on the. 
outcome of this endeavor,' Mrs. Betsey Kelly 
told the board. ‘We put a lot of stock in teaching 
our youth how to think and when they do, we're 
shocked,' "

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The March 25, 1969, edition of the Charlotte Observer, 
a daily Charlotte, North Carolina, newspaper of genera 
circulation, contained an article entitled "Inquisition Violating 
City Zoning.

"Te four student-publishers of Charlotte's 
underground newspaper, ‘Inquisition,' found out 
Monday they had been violating a city zoning 
ordinance and were in debt to the state. 


"The East High seniors have been printing 
and publishing ‘Inquisition! since last May in 
a shack behind one boy's home at 716 Bertonley. 


"City building inspector Thomas Birmingham 
visited the shack Monday and told the boys they 
were violating a city ordinance by printing in 
an 'R-9' (single-family residence) zone. 


The May 12, 1969, edition of The Charlotte News 
supra, contained an article entitled " TInquisition’® Press 
Can Start Rolling" which advised: 


" tInquisition,' Charlotte's high school-edited 
underground magazine, may continue publication from 
its residential headquarters, Mecklenburg Superior 
Court Judge Sam J. Ervin III said today. 


"Judge Ervin said the magazine's operation 
was not a violation of local zoning ordinances 
and, even if it were, 'It is an exercise of the 
Constitutional rights of free press and free speech. 


" 'Ilf a conflict exists in this case,' said 
Judge Ervin, ‘zoning must yield, First Amendment 
rights are paramount.’ 


"It is the first court ruling of any kind on 
First Amendment rights vs. municipal zoning 
ordinances, lawyers said. 


"Judge Ervin's ruling was in response to a suit 
filed here by Civil Liberties Union lawyer George S. 
Daly, Jr. after a city zoning inspector told one of 
the magazine's editors that publication was violating 
a zoning law."

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APPENDIX 
_ SOUTHERN STY STUDENT ORGANIZING ~ COMMITTEE (SSOC) 


On November 1, 1966, a first source advised that the 
Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC) was formed on the week- 
end of April 3-5, 1964, to stimulate activity of Southern Student 
groups im areas of civil rights, peace, academic freedom, civil 
liberties, capital punishment, and unemployment. Originally, it was 
to be a4 white counterpart of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC), It has agreed to work with similar interested 
groups such as SNCC and Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
and Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc. (SCEF), SSoOC is a 
fraternal affiliate of the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS). 


Beginning in the fall of 1966, SSOC became a membership 
organization and embarked om a campaign to°form local chapters on 
various college campuses throughout the South. SSOC publishes, 
October through May each year, a publication, “New South Student," 
which, according to the above source, has increasingly espoused 
and defended the pro-Communist and anti-United States position on 
domee tac: and foreign policy. 


On July 2, 1968, a second sourcé’ advised that SSOC 
continues to be headquartered at 1703 Portland Avenue, Nashville, 
Tennessee, and continues to defend and espouse the pro-Communist 
and anti- United States position with particular emphasis on 
attacking United States policy in Vietnam and emphasis on attacking 
the Selective Service System. Source Two noted that SSOC Chairman 
Thomas N. Gardner in the summer of 1967 traveled to Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, where he met with representatives of the National 
Liberation Front (NLF) and the Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV), 
and that SSOC staff members Bruce Smith and Alan Levin traveled to 
Cuba in the summer of 1967 and February, 1968, PEBDECEAVEDS: 


By letter dated April 26, 1968, om SSOC letterhead mailed 
to the general SSOC membership ever the Signature of Mike Welch, 
Executive Secretary of SSOC, it was announced that as a step toward 
close relations with the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) and 
better communications with the “New South Student" and the “New Left 
Notes,” and that SDS and SSOC were exchanging contact lists of their 
respective memberships for this exchange. 


The May, 1968, issue of “New South Student" indicates that 
the SSOC mailing addressis P.O, Box 6403, "Nashville, Tennessee, 37212, 
telephone number 615-291-3537, and the mast~head described the 
organization aS “An association of young concerned Southerners dedi- 
cated to social change,” as taken from the preamble of the SSOC 
«constitution.

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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


A source has advised that the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS), as presently regarded, came into being at a founding 
convention held June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an 
initial posture of “participatory. democracy" the line of the 
national leadership has revealed a growing Marxist-Leninist 
adherence which currently calls for the building of a revolutionary 
youth movement. Concurrently, the program of SDS has evolved from 
civil rights struggles to an anti-Vietnam war stance to an advocacy 
of a militant anti-imperialist position. China, Vietnam, and Cuba 
are regarded as the leaders of worldwide struggles against United 
States imperialism whereas the Soviet Union is held to be revisionist 
and also imperialist. \ 


At the June, 1969, SDS National Convention, Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) forces in the organization were expelled. As a 
result, the National Office (NO) group maintained its National 
Headquarters at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, and the PLP 
faction set up headquarters in Cambridge, Massachusetts. This 
headquarters subsequently moved to Boston. Each group elected its 
own national officers, which include three national secretaries and 
a National Interim Committee of eight. Both groups also print their 
versions of "New Left Notes" which sets forth the line and the 
program of the particular faction. The NO version of "New Left 
Nates" was recently printed under the title "The Fire Next Time" 
to achieve a broader mass appeal. : 


Two major factions have developed internally within the 
NO group, namely, the Weatherman or Revolutionary Youth Movement 
(RYM) I faction, and the RYM II faction. Weatherman is action- 
oriented upholding Castro's position that the duty of revolution- 
aries, adventuristic, elitist faction which denies the historical 
role of the working class as the base for revolution. RYM II main- 
tains that revolution, although desired, is not possible under 
present conditions, hence emphasizes organizing and raising the 
political consciousness of the working class upon whom they feel 
successful revolution depends. Although disclaiming control and 
domination by the Communist Party, USA, leaders in these two factions 
have in the past proclaimed themselves to be communists and to 
follow the precepts of a Marxist-Leninist philosophy, along pro- 
Chinese communist lines, , 


A second source has advised that the PLP faction which 
is more commonly known as the Worker Student Alliance is dominated 
and controlled by members of the PLP, who are required to identify 
themselves with the Pro-Chinese Marxist-Leninist philosophy of the 
PLP, They advocate that an alliance between workers and students 
is vital to the bringing about of a revolution in the United States.

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY (CONTINUED) 


SDS regions and university and college chapters, although 
operating under the outlines of the SDS National Constitution, are 
autonomous in nature and free to carry out independent policy 
reflective of local conditions. Because of this autonomy internal 
struggles reflecting the major factional interests of SDS have 
occurred at the chapter level since the beginning of the 1969-70 
school year. 


A characterization of PLP is attached. ~ 
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NATIONAL COORDINATING COMMITTEE (SNCC) 


A source advised the Student National Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC), formerly known as the Student Nonviolent Coordi- 
nating Committee, is a nonmembership organization founded in 1960, 
during the civil rights movement in the South. 


Under the leadership of Stokely Carmichael, who served as 
National Chairman during the period 1966-67, SNCC evolved from a 
civil rights oriented group into a full-blown black revolutionary 
organization. 


A publication entitled, "1967 High Tide of Black 
Resistance" indicates the year 1967 was considered by SNCC as a 
historic milestone for the liberation of black people in the United 
States and the year that revolutionaries throughout the world began 
to understand more fully the impact of the black movement. The 
publication declared that "liberation will come only when there is 
final destruction of this mad octopus--the capitalistic system of 
the United States with all its life-sucking tentacles of exploitation 
and racism that choke the people of Africa, Asia, and Latin America. 
The realities of black life, together with the recognition instilled 
in SNCC workers, forced its members to further popularize the legiti- 
macy of. self-defense and rebellions when oppression became too great." 


A second source advised that H. Rap Brown succeeded 
Carmichael as National Chairman of SNCC in May, 1968, and served 
in that capacity until June, 1968, at which time SNCC reorganized, 
creating ten deputy chairmen in an effort to relieve pressure by law 
enforcement. 


In April, 1969, SNCC moved its national headquarters from 
Atlanta, Georgia, to New York City, where it is presently located, 


H. Rap Brown announced at a press conference in New York 
City on July 22, 1969, that he had been elected Chairman of the 
Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee. He announced the 
organization was dropping the word "Nonviolent" from its title and 
will be known as the Student National Coordinating Committee, with 
a Revolutionary Political Council functioning as its governing body. 
Brown, at that time, stated the use of force is necessary in 
obtaining revolutionary goals.

SOUTHERN CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL FUND, INC. (SCEF) ; 
"THE SOUTHERN PATRIOT" (SP) _ 


An article in the December, 1967, issue of "The Southern 
Patriot" (SP) commemorating the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
publication with that issue recites the following: 


The Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) was 
organized in 1938; SP, started in 1942 as the publication of SCHW, 
was taken over by the Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc., 
(SCEF), in the late 1940s when SCHW went out of existence. SCEF, 
originally the "educational wing" of SCHW, continued as an indepen- 
dent organization. For almost two decades, concern of SCHW and 
SCEF was with racial segregation and oppression of black people. 
In 1964, SCEF recognized that the legal back of segregation had 
been broken and economic and political gains were necessary if 
Southern life was to change. In the past few years, SCEF has also 
supported battles for academic freedom and the Southern movement 
for world peace 


The Southern Conference for Human Welfare 
(SCHW) was cited as a Communist front by 

the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
House Report 592, June 12, 1947. In the same 
House report, "The Southern Patriot" was cited 
as an "organ" of the SCHW. 


The September, 1967, issue of the SP refers to SCEF as 
a "community of Organizers and Writers," stating its work is. 
centered in organizing the poor in Appalachia for political and 
economic power, helping white people in the Deep South find a 
common cause with black people, helping local groups organize 
action for peace and working for abolition of the "House Un- 
American Activities Committee," 


The masthead of SP, in its April, 1969, issue, states 
"The Southern Conference is dedicated to ending racism, poverty, 
and other injustices in the South ; it opposes war as an instru- 
ment of national policy." 


Carl and Anne Braden are listed in the masthead of 
the April, 1969, issue of SP as Executive Director and Associate 
Executive Director respectively of SCEF.

Mrs.’Alberta Ahearn, 2311 Payne Street, 
Louisville, Kentucky, a self-admitted 

former member of the Communist Party (CP), 
Louisville, Kentucky, testified on December 
11, 1954, in Jefferson County, Kentucky, 

Cr iminal Court in a State sedition prosecution 
against Carl James Braden, She identified 
Carl James Braden and his wife, Anne McCarty 
Braden, as having been known to her as members 
of CP from January, 1951, to December, 1954. 


A source advised on March 2, 1961, that Claude Lightfoot, 
a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting of the Communist 
Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 1961, that the Com- 
munist Party has some indirect influence in SCEF. 


A second source, familiar with some phases of Communist 
Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised on June 3, 1966, 
that during the time that the SCHW was in existence, members of 
the Communist Party were members of and worked actively in the 
SCHW: however, since the formation of the SCEF, Communist Party. 
members have not been encouraged to work in SCEF. The source 
stated that the SCEF is a progressive, liberal organization. 
because it has gone along with the Communist Party on certain 
issues, particularly on the racial issue. 


A third source advised on May 25, 1965, that George 
Meyers, a Communist Party functionary, expressed great admiration 
for Carl and Anne Braden and SCEF, which they head He said SCEF 
is the best organization in the South as far as doing effective 
work is concerned and that they have a better idea of what they 
are doing, where they are heading, and they influence other 
organizations for the better. 


The second source also advised on June 3, 1966, that 
many people who are officials and supporters of the SCEF, while 
liberal in their views, are by no means Communists. 


The April, 1969, issue of SP lists the editorial and

SOUTHERN STUDENT ORGANIZING COMMITTEE 


On November 1, 1966, a first source advised that the 
Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC) was formed on the week- 
end of April 3-5, 1964, to stimulate activity of Southern Student 
groups in areas of civil rights, peace, academic freedom, civil 
liberties, capital punishment, and unemployment. Originally, it was 
to be a white counterpart of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC). It has agreed to work with similar interested 
groups such as SNCC and Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
and Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc. (SCEF). SSOC is a 
fraternal affiliate of the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS). 


Beginning in the fall of 1966, SSOC became a membership 
organization and embarked on a campaign to form local chapters on 
various college campuses throughout the South. SSOC publishes, 
October through May each year, a publication, "New South Student," 
which, according to the above source, has increasingly espoused 
and defended the pro-Communist and anti-United States position on 
domestic and foreign policy. 


On July 2, 1968, a second source advised that SSOC 
continues to be headquartered at 1703 Portland Avenue, Nashville, 
Tennessee, and continues to defend and espouse the pro-Communist 
and anti-United States position with particular emphasis on 
attacking United States policy in Vietnam and emphasis on attacking 
the Selective Service System. Source Two noted that SSOC Chairman 
Thomas N. Gardner in the summer of 1967 traveled to Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, where he met with representatives of the National 
Liberation Front (NLF) and the Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV), 
and that SSOC staff members Bruce Smith and Alan Levin traveled to 
Cuba in the summer of 1967 and February, 1968, respectively. 


By letter dated April 26, 1968, on SSOC letterhead mailed 
to the general SSOC membership over the signature of Mike Welch, 
Executive Secretary of SSOC, it was announced that as a step toward 
close relations with the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) and 
better communications with the "New South Student" and the 'tNew Left 
Notes," and that SDS and SSOC were exchanging contact lists of their 
respective memberships for this exchange. 


The May, 1968, issue of "New South Student" indicates that 
the SSOC mailing address is P, 0.

An article in the December, 1967, issue of "The Southern 
Patriot" (SP) recites that the Southern Conference of Human Welfare 
(SCHW) was founded in 1938; SP, the publication of SCHW, was taken over 
by the Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc., (SCEF) in the late 
1940's when SCHW went out of existence and SCEF, originally the 
"educational wing'"t of SCHW, continued as an independent organization. 
Originally concerned with segregation and oppression of black people, 
SCEF in 1964, recognized that the legal back of segregation had been 
broken and that economic and political gains were necessary if Southern 
life was to change. SCEF also supports academic freedom and the Southern 
movement for world peace. 


SCHW was cited as a Communist front by the House Committee 
for Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 12, 1947. 


The September, 1967, SP stated the work of SCEF is centered 
in organizing the poor in Appalachia for political and economic power, 
helping white people in the Deep South find common cause with black 
people, helping local groups organize action for peace and working for 
abolition of the "House Un-American Activities Committee." 


Carl and Anne Braden are listed in SP in April, 1970, as 
Executive Directors of SCEF, They have headed SCEF since 1966. 


Mrs. Alberta Ahearn, a self-admitted member of the Communist 
Party (CP), Louisville, Kentucky, on December 11, 1954, in Jefferson 
County, Kentucky, Criminal Court in a State sedition prosecution, 
identified Carl James Braden and his wife, Anne McCarty Braden, as 
having been known to her as members of the CP from 1951 through 1954. 


On May 25, 1965, a source advised that George Meyers, a CP 
functionary , expressed great admiration for Carl and Anne Braden and 
SCEF, which they head. He stated SCEF is the best organization in .the 
South as far as doing effective work is concerned and they have a better 
idea of what they are doing, where they are heading and they influence 
other organizations for the better.

A source has advised that the Students for a Democratic Soci- 
ety (SDS), as presently regarded, came into being at a founding conven- 
tion held June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan, From an initial posture 
of "participatory democracy" the line of the national leadership has 
revealed a growing Marxist-Leninist adherence which currently calls for 
the building of a revolutionary youth movement. Concurrently, the pro- 
gram of SDS has evolved from civil rights struggles to an anti-Vietnam 
War stance to an advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist position. 
China, Vietnam, and Cuba are regarded as the leaders of worldwide strug- 
gles against United States imperialism whereas the Soviet Union is held 
to be revisionist and also imperialist. 


At the June, 1969, SDS National Convention, Progressive Labor 
Party (PLP) forces in the organization were expelled, As a result, the 
National Office (NO) group maintained its National Headquarters at 
1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, and the PLP faction set up head-= 
quarters in Cambridge, Massachusetts, This headquarters subsequently 
moved to Boston. Each group elected its own national officers, which 
include three national secretaries and a National Interim Committee of 
eight. Both groups also print their versions of "New Left Notes" which 
sets forth the line and the program of the particular faction. The NO 
version of "New Left Notes" was recently printed under the title "The 
Fire Next Time" to achieve a broader mass appeal. 


Two major factions have developed internally within the NO 
group, namely, the Weatherman or Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM) I 
faction, and the RYM II faction. Weatherman is action-oriented up=- 
holding Castro's position that the duty of revolutionaries, adventur- 
istic, elitist faction which denies the historical role of the working 
class as the base for revolution. RYM II maintains that revolution, 
although desired, is not possible under present conditions, hence 
emphasizes organizing and raising the political consciousness of the 
working class upon whom they feel successful revolution depends. 
Although disclaiming control and domination by the Communist Party, USA, 
leaders in these two factions have in the past proclaimed themselves to 
be communists and to follow the precepts of a Marxist-Leninist philos- 
ophy, along pro-Chinese communist lines.

SDS regions and university and college chapters, although 
operating under the outlines of the SDS National Constitution, are .

STUDENT NATIONAL COORDINATING COMMITTEE (SNCC) 


A source advised the Student National Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC), formerly known as the Student Nonviolent Coordi- 
nating Committee, is a nonmembership organization founded in 1960, 
during the civil rights movement in the South. 


Under the leadership of Stokely Carmichael, who served as 
National Chairman during the period 1966-67, SNCC evolved from a 
civil rights oriented group into a full-blown black revolutionary 
organization. 


A publication entitled, "1967 High Tide of Black 
Resistance" indicates the year 1967 was considered by SNCC as a 
historic milestone for the liberation of black people in the United 
States and the year that revolutionaries throughout the world began: 
to understand more fully the impact of the black movement. The 
publication declared that "liberation will come only when there is 
final destruction of this mad octopus--the capitalistic system of 
the United States with all its life-sucking tentacles of exploitation 
and racism that choke the people of Africa, Asia, and Latin America. 
The realities of black life, together with the recognition instilled 
in SNCC workers, forced its members to further popularize the legiti- 
macy of self-defense and rebellions when oppression became too great." 


A second source advised that H. Rap Brown succeeded 
Carmichael as National Chairman of SNCC in May, 1968, and served 
in that capacity until June, 1968, at which time SNCC reorganized, 
creating ten deputy chairmen in an effort to relieve pressure by law 
enforcement. 


In April, 1969, SNCC moved its national headquarters from 
Atlanta, Georgia, to New York City, where it is presently located, 


H. Rap Brown announced at a press conference in New York 
City on July 22, 1969, that he had been elected Chairman of the 
Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee. He announced the 
organization was dropping the word "Nonviolent" from its title and 
will be known as the Student National Coordinating Committee, with 
a Revolutionary Political Council functioning as its governing body. 
Brown, at that time, stated the use of force is necessary in 
obtaining revolutionary goals.
